Deluges Hampering in 
Three Grain Provinces 


Means Further Reduction in Wheat Acreage, Particularly 
in Manitoba, Warm Weather Needed—Wheat Seed- 
ing Completed in Many Parts of Alberta—Early 
Sown Wheat Up Several Inches 


Winnipeg, May 30.—Further rains 
fell in all three provinces of the:Can- 
adian West during the past week, pre- 
cipitation being heaviest in the cen- 
tral and southern portions, and light- 
est in north-west Alberta, according 
to the weekly report of the Canadian 
Pacific agricultural department here. 
Work was suspended during the 
greater part of the week, and in many 
sections of the west three or four 
days of good drying weather will be 
necessary. before: operations can be 
‘yesumed.- This’ will tiean’ac-further: 
reduction in wheat acreage, particu- 
larly in Manitoba, which has appar- 
ently experienced more heavy rains 
this spring than either of the two 
other provinces. Continued warm 
weather {s the urgent need now, for 
with this, growth will be sufficiently 
rapid to largely offset the delay in 


seeding, as soil moisture is abundant | 


everywhere and in this regard. con- 
ditions were never more favorable. 
Early wheat is from two to four 
inches high, and of healthy colour 
and even stand, 
backward, but cattle are subsisting 
on what {s available and warm weath- 
er will bring in an abundance of 


‘grass before long. 


The situation in lower lying sec- 
tions in Manitoba is serious, meaning 
considerable reduction in wheat acre- 
age, in some instances entirely clim- 
inating ‘wheat as a crop this year. 
Estimates vary greatly as to the per- 
centage of decrease in the wheat 
acreage that will be ultimately re- 
corded, some districts showing as 
high as 80 per cent decrease. Taking 
the whole of the province into con- 
sideration, it seems reasonably cer- 
tain there will be a 20 to 25 per cent 
decrease in the area under wheat. 
Averaging the province, over 85 per 
cent of wheat is now in and 35 to 40 
per cent of the coarse grains, Early 
sown wheat is three to five inches 
above the ground, 


Little seeding has heen done in Sas- 
katchewan since last week’s report, 
about 80 per cent of the intended 
wheat acreage having beem put in and 
probably 35 per cent of oats and bar- 
ley. Seeding operations cannot be re- 
sumed extensively before Tuesday or 
Wednesday owing to rain. Some dis- 
tricts in the north report 14h to 20 
per cent increase in wheat acreage, 
but indications for the entire prov- 
ince are that a ten per cent decrease 
will be recorded. Crops while later 
than usual, are starting off with much 
better than average prospects, and 
pastures are affording good grazing 
with the result that stock is making 
rapid gains. 


Wheat seeding in many parts of 
Alberta is completed, and the aver- 
age will run from 90 to 95 per cent. 
Coarse grain seeding has proceeded 
where soil conditions permitted. Har- 
ly sown wheat is up four to five inches, 
exhibiting good colour and healthy 
stand. Many districts show increas- 
ed wheat acreage. Contrasting with

INDUSTRIAL AID BILL 
NOW AVAILABLE TO 
MUNICIPAL BODIES 


EDMONTON, May 27.—The In- 
dustries Assessment Act, as amended 
by the last legislature, has been pro- 
claimed and will go into effect on 
This act was first passed in 
1926, but was never put into opera- 
tion 

Calgary was the first municipality 
in the province to take advantage of 
it and, on the request of that city, 
some important changes were made 
in the act by the 1927 legislature. It 
now goes into action, 

Under the terms of the act, muni- 
cipalities, villages, towns and ciues 
may pass hy laws fixing the assess- 
ment of improvements to be erectert 
during the three years 1927 to 1929 by 
persons cactying on or pr yyosing to 
operate industrial ‘establishments 
within the municipal bounds, Suen 
improvements are to have an actaul 
cash value of not tess than 25) par 
cent of their value, 

The assessment is to be for the 
years 1927 to 1983 only and will not 
be renewable.

Ottawa, May 27--Hon Charles 
Stewart, minister of the interior, has 
received a protest from the Alberta 
government over the subject of Cana- 
dian National harks within the boun- 
daries of the province of Alberta, 

Objection has been raised because 
the federal authorities have added 960 
acres of big game hunting land to 
the Jasper National park, thus bring- 
ing the additional area under Na- 
tional parks regulations. 

Alberta is opposing the loss of the 
territory and, through Premier 
Brownlee, is asking for a complete 
re-survey of the parks area, including 
the Rocky Mountain park, by a Joint

One of the puzzling questions of anc- 
tion is the proper lead to make, after 
the bidding is concluded and the final 
declaration is determined. The orly 
way to get the best results is to study a 
good table of leads and follow the con- 
ventional rules, Usually it is easy to de- 

_ termine your poner lead when your 
artner has bid a suit, but even then, 
f you have four or more of his suit, you 
have to use good judgment, as to the 
lead and should know the why and the 
wherefore. That this point is not clearly 
understood is shown by the following 
inquiry from one of our readers ia 
Baltimore: “Several evenings ago dur- 
ing a bridge game the following situa- 
tion arose: I had bid two clubs and the 
opponent on my left had bid two dia- 
monds and won the bid. My partner 
had four clubs to the queen and his 
original lead was his low club. After the 
hand had been played I claimed that 
his original lead should have been the 
queen of clubs as this was my suit, and 
would enable me to place the honors in 
the other hands. He claimed that he 
was correct in leading his low club and 
referred me to your article on Opening 
Leads, As I understand your discussion 
of opening leads, this lead of his was 
absolutely correct, but as no logical 
reason occurs to me for such a lead I 
would appreciate very much if you 
would give me your reason for preler- 
ring this lead rather than the best card 
of the suit." The reason the fourth best 
lead is preferred to an honor lead, with 
four to an honor of your partner's de- 
clared suit, is because it is usually more 
important to count the number of the 
suit held by partner than to know his 
highest honor and have to guess as to 
the number. With the lead of the fourth 
best you know at once by the rule of 
eleven where the high cards are located 
and if there is an honor in dummy, 
whether or not you should finesse. In 
that way you can usually “kill' an 
honor in dummy even with a fourth 
best lead and so obtain the same result 
as if the honor had been led. On the 
other hand, the lead of an honor ena- 
bles you to ‘kill’ the honor in dummy 
but gives you no guide as to the num- 
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ber of cards in your suit held by your 
part:er or opponent, which in most 
hands isextreniely important. For these 
reasuns, the experts have preferred the 
low lexd to the honor. Of course there 
are same cases where an honor lead will 
grin a trick; but in the long run the 
ourth best is thewinner, and winning 
auction is really a.matter of beating 
averages,
